THE ELECTORAL VOTE 


The people of the United, States are choosing 


electors today.- The electors cast the votes for presi- 
dential caadidates. Long before their votes are cast, 
however, the result is known and theirs is a routine 
and very informal task. 


The 531 votes of the electoral college are divided 


among the states according to population. The actual 
measure of a state's electors is the total of senators 
and representatives to which it is entitled. 


Usually the entire electoral vote of a state is cast 


for one candidate, but occasionally the votes of a state 
are divided. This can happen when the popular vote 
is very close. 


The usual explanation is that voters in consider- 


able number believe they are voting for the whole 
party ticket when they mark an "X" after the name 
of one of that party's electors. Electoral votes are 
counted individually and if the top man on the elec- 
toral list of the minority party gets a few more votes 
than, say, the bottom man on the majority list, there 
is an electoral vote for the presidential candidate who 
was not the popular choice of the stale. 


The greatest plurality given a candidate in the 


last ten elections was in 1936. Next greatest was in 
1932. 
The 523-to-8 electoral advantage of Franklin 


D. Roosevelt over Alf Landon in 1936 was consider- 
ably more lop-sided than wa.s the popular vote. Mr. 
Roosevelt received 27,476,67:;, votes to 16,679,583 for 
Landon. The popular advantage was approximately 
7 to 4, whereas the electoral vote was in the ratio 
of 65 to 1.
